The letters to relatives, to 
President Johnson, and to sena­ 
tors are seen by the State 
Department as part of a propa­ 
ganda effort by the North Ko­ 
rean Communists.

But she 
said the letter from Richard 
reads as though he would start 


a sentence—and someone else 
would finish it. 
Mrs. Lyle C. Shingleton of 
Atoka, Okla., mother of Seaman 
John Shingleton, does not think 
her son wrote the two identical 
letters she received. 
One Clue Wa; It Starts 
One of her clues Is the way 
the letters start: “Dear Mom 
and D ad..” “He always starts 
out, ‘Dear Folks’”, Mrs. Shin­ 
gleton said. 
Like Mrs. O’Bannon, Mrs. 
Shingleton received a picture. 
Both photos were turned over to 
the Navy. 
Some of the families contact­ 
ed by the Associated Press said 
they were satisfied with govern­ 
ment efforts to free their sons.

Repair Held Impossible 


The firm has indicated the 
cables cannot be repaired. It 
had been considered that auxil­ 
iary cables might be installed 
to strengthen the supports, but 
this has apparently been ruled 
out.

EDITOR O r THE REVIEW:

And if he is saying that, is he not saying peo­ 
ple in charge of high schools are not educators? 
That would be putting it unfairly, because 
what Mr Essex means is that educators must 
do what has been laid down as public policy by 
their employers, the taxpayers who pay the 


freight for public education These people are 
not educators. 
Hence, the fixation about public education 
being a privilege that no one must be barred 
from sharing and the parallel fixation that ever­ 
ybody must be regarded as equally educable, 
though educators know better. 
The only place where this knoledge can be 
brought to bear Is in private schools, with the 
privilege of rejecting applicants whose records 
show they are not material for academic train­ 
ing No one would expect a football coach to 
say, “Come one, come all,” yet Ohio's superin­ 
tendent of public instruction came close to sav­ 
ing in Chicago that teachers, too. could turnout 
championship material if they had a chance.

WASHINGTON 
The decision to bring Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland back to t h e United States 
caught Washington completely by surprise.

Doesn’t the Presi­ 
dent know that I need Westmoreland in 
Vietnam?” 


"BUT THERE will be other generals, Joe, 
and I’m sure they’ll work with you.” 


“That’s not the point,” Wallstop said. 
“Westmoreland understands my strategy. 
He’s a ‘seareh-and-destroy’ man as I am; 
he understands my attrition policies. This 
is no time for me to break in a new com­ 
manding general.” 


“But Joe, there has been some criticism 
of those policies since the Tet offensive. 
There are even some military experts who 
say that they are not working.” 


“Well, those experts will soon have jam 
on their faces. Of course. I can’t be respon­ 
sible for every minor setback in Vietnam, 
particularly when the President won’t give 
me the troops I asked for.” 
“That’s right,” I said. “You did call up 
the reserves last month, didn’t you?” 
“ I certainly did, not just in one column, 
but in three. Yet the President overruled 
me. I can’t get it through to the adminis­ 
tration that if I’m going to be proven right 
in my column, I need at least 500.000 more 
men.” 
“Joe, do you think if we had a million 
American men in Vietnam we could win 
the war?” 
“Maybe not at first, but w® certainly 
could get the pacification program off the 
ground.” 
"And then win the hearts and minds of 
the Vietnamese people,” I said. 
“Exactly. But every time I make a sug­ 
gestion and the administration rejects it, 
they dance in the streets of Hanoi ” 


“THAT’S NOT easy to do with all the 
bombing going on,” I agreed 
“Tell me, 
Joe, why can’t anyone else in Washington 
see the Vietnam problem as clearly as you 
do’” 
“ Because they don’t have access to cap­ 
tured enemy 
documents.” Joe said. He 
opened his briefcase and handed me a sheaf 
of papers 
“Read them and then tell me 
if we aren’t winning the war ” 
“They’re all printed in Vietnamese. Joe.” 
“Well, you can guess what they say, can’t 
you?” he asked, putting them back in his 
briefcase. 
“Tell me, Joe. Now that Westmoreland 
is coming back to the United States, do 
you think you'll be consulted about his re­ 
placement?” 
“If I’m not, I can t guarantee the war 
will continue as well as ifs going now.”

On New Year’s Day, President Johnson de­ 
clared 1968 to be a year of staying at home. 
At that time he proposed the formation of a 
committee to persuade foreigners to travel to 
the United States. 
Irater he also announced his plan to restrict 
travel abroad. Since that time there have been 
several travel restriction plans presented to 
Congress 
The reasons for these restrictions 
are rather evident. 
The major reason is the twofold benefit to 
the American economy. First of all, it stimu­ 
lates our economy by putting more money 
into circulation here in the United States. For 
example, tourists purchase articles from mer­ 
chants in the area they are visiting This puts 
more money into circulation by prospering 
the merchant 
Secondly it benefits the American economy 


by keeping the American dollar out of foreign 
hands. By traveling abroad, Americans are 
in effect depleting the already low gold re­ 
serves. This is due to the fact that foreign 
countries often redeem our paper currency for 
gold In 1966 alone, 1,547.725 Americans trav­ 
eled abroad 
It can easily be seen that the 
total money they spent would be a substantial 
sum 
Another reason for travel restrictions is the 
present lack of respect that other nations have 
for Americans Each traveler that leaves the 
United States assumes the risk of either per­ 
sonal humiliation or physical harm. 
These two reasons clearly show that there 
must be some restrictions as to where and 
when people can travel: this is the responsibil­ 
ity of the government.

War Review 


“ Intensive review” Is the key phrase here 
concerning the future of the Vietnam War. 
It doesn’t mean withdrawal or surrender It 
doesn’t mean escalation Into a larger war ei­ 
ther. It Is simply a penetrating study as to how 
the United States can secure Its objectives in 
the most effective manner and with the least 
loss of life. 
Obviously a change of strategy is contemplat­ 
ed The transfer of Gen. William Westmoreland 
recently announced, however, is not because in 
any respect he has failed. 
It is due primarily to the need for a new style 
of warfare which will require a different type of 
commander as well as a change in the distribu 
tion of America's manpower in South Vietnam. 
Basically, the last year has proved that the 
traditional type of war — bombing the enemy 
constantly and organizing a massive military 
apparatus — does not secure the safety of the 
small villages where the Viet Cong revolutionar­ 
ies have taken over large parts of the country­ 
side 


THE SOUTH Vietnamese government Is per­ 
plexed because It is unfamiliar with military 
techniques and is not experienced in how to 
deal with the damaging effects of Communist 
penetration. 
As military men discuss the future, they 
agree that a way must be devised to fight a 
“revolutionary war.” This includes a struggle 
against infiltration by the Communists and their 
use of stooges and agents to terrorize the pen 
pie and undermine South Vietnamese authority 
in local areas. 
Also, because of the lack of civilian discipline, 
the Saigon government has failed to deal offer 
tively with corruption and fraud in the handling 
of military supplies. 
What the United States is up against In Viet­ 
nam is better understood now than it was two 
years ago. Forthcoming plans undoubtedly will 
call for an improvement in the tactics hitharto 
used 
What may be looked for is not necessarily an 
appreciable Increase in manpower. In the long 
run, it could even be reduced. But over the 
next two or three years the United States will 
try to better conditions inside South Vietnam 
arid will not be building up concentrations of 
troops 
More pressure will be exerted, of course, on 
the South Vietnamese government itself to in 
crease its military strength In a substantial 
way. 
Even lf the American forces did win victories 
in large-scale offensives, this would not solve 
the problem For lf American troops were then 
withdrawn and the situation left to a weak and 
Inefficient government In South Vietnam, a 
Communist take-over would be rapid and all 
the effort of these last two years would have 
been In vain. 
The “intensive review” is naturally conducted 
in secret Conferences are going on In Saigon 
and Washington. The hope Is that before long a 
strategy will be developed which will permit the 
United States not only to reduce its forces in 
South Vietnam but to maintain its supply lines 
as well as to keep enough officers and men on 
hand to train a native army. 
In a nutshell, the United States now Is likelv 
to put much of its effort into a strengthening of 
the South Vietnamese government so that Its 
military forces will be able to resist the North 
Vietnamese and eventually drive them out of 
the many villages in which they have planted 
groups of Communist-trained agents. 
The United States government is reappraising 
the situation not only because orthodox mili­ 
tary methods have not as yet succeeded but 
because the problem of what is called “ revo­ 
lutionary war” is at last being examined in 
true perspective. 


THE UNDERLYING American purpose to­ 
day is to strengthen South Vietnam just as 
South Korea was bolstered and supported so 
that it could largely maintain its own defenses 
against North Korea. 
Undoubtedly a constructive policy, once ex­ 
plained to the American people, it would clear 
up many of the current misunderstandings. The 
important fact to be borne in mind, however, is 
that the United States will not abandon South 
Vietnam. Preparations will be made to pull 
out the bulk of American troops next year or 
the year after but only when the South Viet­ 
namese, supported with the aid of American 
funds and supplies and with the help of South­ 
east Asian allies, are able to defend themselves 
against aggression

The dust getting into t h e 
homes and onto the furniture 
could pose a serious problem. 
Councilman Raymond Presift- 
ti said the “extremely heavy 
dust clouds” were coming from 
the Brown Brothers plant at the 
west end of the borough. The 
firm crushes slag from t h e 
Midland Division of the Cruci­ 
ble Steel Co. It is not a part of 
Crucible. 
Presutti said Council should 
ask the company to take steps 
to abate the dust. He pointed 
out residents along Springlane 
will be raising the windows of 
their homes soon to enjoy the 
spring weather. This will per­ 
mit the dust to enter the homes. 
Council 
had 
discussed 
the 
problem once before and Brown 
Brothers had been asked to wet 
the slag more during the crush­ 
ing operations. 
The company 
agreed to comply. 
Presutti. vice president, pre­ 
sided in the absence of William 
Yanovich Sr., president.

Patrolman Kills 
Robber In Bank 
Holdup Attempt 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Two 
policemen raced from a police 
station to a nearby bank Wed 
man pointing a revolver at the 
head of an assistant bank man­ 
ager. 
“ Stand back of ITI kill you,” 
the man yelled to patrolman 
John F. Farrell, who had 
shotgun when he entered the 
front dom* of the National City 
branch bank at University Cir­ 
cle. 
Farrell yelled for the 30 cus­ 
tomers and 12 employes to hit 
the floor. 
Meanwhile, his partner, pa­ 
trolman Robert F. Phillips, had 
come through the back door and 
edged from behind teller cages 
to within six feet of the robber. 
The man dropped a bag of 
money and moved toward the 
door. Phillips leaped the counter 
and fired one shot, killing Low­ 
ell Thurman Harris, 23, 
an 
escapee from a Georgia work 
gang. 
“ All I thought about at the 
time was whether he was bluff 
ing or not, and I couldn’t take 
the chance,” Phillips said. 
Harris was holding the reav ­ 
er at the head of Donald B 
Scuilli, 24 
The two patrolmen had heard 
of the robbery on the police 
radio. 
Police said Harris had ob­ 
tained $7,841 from five teller 
cages before police 
arrived. 
Scuilli said Harris walked into 
the bank about noon, handed 
him a brown paper bag and 
said, “Fill it up or ITI kill you.” 


Daily Pattern 
Americans Killed In Vietnam 
Edged Up Slightly Last Weels 


SAIGON (AP) — The number 
of Americans and South Viet­ 
namese killed in the Vietnam 
war edged up slightly last week, 
the two commands reported to­ 
day, the number of enemy re­ 
ported slain dropped. 
U.S. Command said 349 Amer­ 
icans were killed in action in the 
seven-day period ending at mid­ 
night Saturday as compared 
with 338 the previous week. 
There were 1,965 Americans 
wounded last week, also up 
slightly from the 1,916 a week 
earlier. Of the 1,965 wounded 
last week, 965 did not require 
hospitalization, U.S. spokesmen 
said. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 


ters said 270 government troops 
were killed last week, three 
more than the 267 reported 
killed a week previously. The 
number of wounded was down 
to 670 as compared with 962 in 
the earlier reporting period, and 
the number of missing was put 
at 49 as compared with 186 in 
the previous week. 
The U.S. Command said 2,223 
enemy were killed by allied 
forces lest week. The South 
Vietnamese command put the 
total enemy killed at 3,428. Re­ 
ports from the two commands 
often vary, and U.S. spokesmen 
noted that the enemy killed total 
was “ subject to readjustment.”

An i l l u s t r a t e d pamph­ 
let, ’’Mail For Servicemen,” out 
lining the expanded program 
for airlifting letters, packages 
and other military mail over­ 
seas at low postal rates is now 
available through post office

c l e r k s , 
Postmas­ 
ter Samuel W. Brown announc­ 
ed today. 
Brown said “ as a result of 


new legislation and action by 
President Johnson we are now 
airlifting more than 75 per cent 
of all mail going to the mili­ 
tary men and women stationed 
abroad. We hope this guide will 
help more American families be 
familiar with these services and 
use them.” 
The eight-page pamphlet illus­ 
trates three services for airlift­ 
ing parcels at rates the aver­ 
age family can afford, th e 
service now available for news­ 
papers and news magazines to 
most overseas bases, the spe­ 
cial rates for books and similar 


educational materials and how 
to mail sound - recorded per­ 
sonal messages. The guide also 
provides parcel wrapping in­ 
structions, information on the 
time it takes parcels to reach 
Vietnam and other overseas 
bases from major U.S. cities, 
and pointers on the c o r r e c t 
way to address military mail. 
A family sending a 10-pound 
package from East Liverpool to 
Vietnam, for example, pay only 
$3.40 on a package m a r k e d 
“ PAL,” while the air parcel 
rate for the same package is 
$8.00, Brown pointed out. 


On parcels weighing less than 
5 pounds, he said, it might be 
more advantageous for a fam­ 
ily to use 
the older (SAM) 
Space Available Mail service, 
which provides surface trans­ 
portation to the port of embark­ 
ation and airlift overseas.

W HEELING — Testimony was 
continuing today in U. S. Dis­ 
trict Court here in the first of 
the gambling trials resulting 
from a raid on the Red Dog 
near Chester. 
Three federal agents were 
a mo n g witnesses testifying 
Wednesday, the opening day of 
the trial of Joseph E. Santoriello 
(alias Joe Sands), accused of 
traveling across state lines to 
promote gambling. 
The govehment alleges that 
Santoriello traveled from Pitts­ 
burgh to Hancock County to 
work in The Red Dog gambling 
casino that was raided Nov. 4. 


IN OPENING arguments, Jus­ 
tice Department attorney Wil­ 
liam Hyatt said the government 
contends that Santoriello used 
the alias Joe Sands when he al­ 
legedly worked as manager of 
the Red Dog in order to protect 
his “ political job” with the state 
of Pennsylvania. 
Outlining prosecution a r g u ­ 
ments for the jury of nine men 
and three women, Hyatt said the 
government w ill introduce evi­ 
dence that Santoriello told an 
undercover agent for the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service that he liv­ 
ed in Pittsburgh and worked 
in West Virginia.

West Virginia law prohibiting 
“ games of unequal chance,” 
prosecution

Thomas Boyd and Robert S. 
Miller testified that gambling 


devices seized at the Red Dog 
favored the casino rather than 
the gambler. 
Both men are with the Wash­ 
ington, D.C., laboratories of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation.

weighted advantages of roulette, 
bookmaking and “ common ca 
sino” games. 


M ILLER tests electric, me­ 
chanical and electro - mechani­ 
cal gambling devices to deter 
mine whether gambling odds fa 
vor the house.

“ chain of circumstances” iden­ 
tifying the equipment used as 
evidence. 
During their testimony referr­ 
ing to eight slot machines, two 
roulette wheels, three crap ta 
bles, dice and cards, defense 
counsel Samuel J. Reich of 
Pittsburgh objected because the 
equipment was not exhibited in 
the courtroom.
